world, it is said, can there be seen 
such a pageant as this, not even in 
Paris, Fashion’s capital itself. Wealth 
and beauty and the highest handiwork 
of the milliners’ and dressmakers’ arts, 
‘are here to be seen in amazing pro- 
fusion. No other event in New York, 
not even the horse show, eclipses the 
Easter parade. Iis marked character- 
istic this year was the amazing variety 
of bright colors. These colors would 
have been hideous together had they 
not been mghtly proportioned, but 
mingled by artists of the Redfern and 
Worth order they were most beautiful. 
Three colors and their numerous 
shades predominated. These were the 
scarlets, the greens and the shades of 
blue. These colors stood out in promi- 
nence as.one looked down the long re- 
sp'endent line, and the spaces between 
them were filled in with lavender, vio- 
let, geranium, pink, etc. 

The most striking effects were to be 
seen in the hats. They .were neariy 
all of the most brilliant colors, vermil- 
lion and violet predominating. Flow- 
ers were used with lavishness. Look- 
ing along the moving masses of color 
which topped the procession, the 
tlower garden resemblance was exceed- 
ingly noticable. This jardin parterre 
| Was even more gorgeous than is usual- 
ly seen in the products of nature. 
| Among the most beautiful creations 
| were the hats of scarlet trom straw and 
trimming being of the same brilliaut 
hue. Nextto these hats,fancy colored 
straws trimmed with immense poppies 
found many admirers. The poppies 
bude usually made of rose pink silk, 
with a centre of gold and vermillion 
petals. The trimmings were almost 
invariably of wide vermillion ribbon. 
Hats of coarse purple straw with crow 
feathers interspersed with yellow vel- 
vit pansies, and in front, pansies shad 
ing from lavender into deep purple, 
were popular. Most of the scarlet hats 
were tlimmed with osprey feathers. 
While nearly all of the hats were of 
straw, there were a few dainty crea- 
tions of taffeta silk, and lace, and now 
and then one of tulle. The most no- 
ticable flowers used for the trimmings 
were ruses, poppies, pansies, orchids 
aud lilacs.

Innumerable shades of lavender and 
violet were seen in the gowns on Sun- 
day. The effect of these gowns mingled 
with the gorgeous hats was to con- 
tribute an extreme richness and beauty 
to the costumes, and make the Fifth 
Avenue pageant an even more bril- 
liant affair than it was last year, when 
the colors were of a more subdued na- 
ture. The procession up and down 
the Avenue continued all day and did 
not cease until nightfall, but it was at 
its height during the early afternoon, 
after the church services were endea. 


AT THE CHURCHES. 


The services and decorations in the 
leading Episcopal and Catholic 
churches far surpassed the Easter cele- 
brations in the same churches last year. 
Most of these churches were inadequate 
to accommodate the crowds who sought 
entrance. During the day the Towns- 
MAN correspondent attended portions 
of the services at the Cathedral, St. 
Thomas's, St. Bartholomew’s and St- 
Mary the Virgin’s. To look over the 
congregations at these churches was to 
look over oceans of brilliant colors ex- 
tending far down to the huge banks 
and lavish combinations of flowers in 
the chancels. The bewildering profu- 
sion of color, the fragrance of the 
flowers, and the alternately grand and 
sweet strains of vocal and instrumental 
music, all joined to clothe religion in a 
majesty and splendor seldom seen in 
these days. The grandest instrumental 
music was heard at the Cathedral and 
probably the sweetest vocal music at 
St. Thomas’s. The finest general music 
was presented at St. Mary the Virgin's, 
and the most elaborate floral decora- 
tions at St. Bartholomew’s. 

The stately Cathedral was packed 
from altar to vestibule with a dense 
crowd at every service and many people 
outside were unable to gain admittance. 
There were no floral decorations in the 
body of the great edifice, but the altar 
was well nigh buried behind potted 
palms, azaleas, marguerites and Easter 
lillies. Archbishop Corrigan was the 
celebrant, and the sermon was by Dr. 
Thomas Shahan, on the subject, “The 
Triumph of the Galillean.“ 

Four thousand people packed every 
inch of space in beautiful St. Thomas’s. 
The panelling of all the woodwork was 
outlined in vines and pink roses. Red 
roses covered the lecturn, and yellow 
and white flowers were banked about 
the pulpit. The services were largely 
choral. The instrumental music was 
furnished by talented harpists and 
the huge organ. A special quartette 
rendered particularly fine selections. 
The Rector, the Rev. John W. Brown, 
D.D., preached upon The Resurrec- 
tion.“ 

Trinity's chimes welcomed a large 
congregation. The chancel was dec- 
orated with paims, lillies and Easter 
roses. The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix 


preached about Easter.“ The musical 
programme was unusually fine. 


Many were turned away from St. 
Bartholomew's for want of further 
standing room. The golden interior 
decorations were enhauced by a lavish 
profusion of flowers and the pulpit was 
transformed into a bower of floral 
beauty. Among immense masses of 
lillies were interspersed bright blossoms 
and potted palms, and the air was 
heavy with their perfume. A col- 
lection taken N the service for 
the new Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine amounted to $10,000. 


Among the best general music 
heard on Easter Day was that at the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin,’ which 
is the highest of all the city’s high 
Episcopal churches, the services being 
essentially those of the Roman Catho- 
lic Denomination. An orchestra, two 
organs, a double choir, together with 
several soloists furnished the music. 


Impressive services were held at the 
Church of St. Fraucis Xavier. Several 
hundred worshippers who were unable 
to get inside the church knelt on the 
sidewalk outside. The magnificent 
interior was covered with floral decora- 
tions of great beauty. Wreaths of 
roses hung from pillar to pillar. Harps 
and cornets combined with the great 
organ to furnish grand music. 

At the afternoon service of the 
Calvery Baptist Church, a procession 
of children clad in pure White, each 
holding an Easter lily, marched down 
the centre aisle, faced about and sang 
an Easter Hymn.

There are 
many familiar and honored names in 
this line of Wardwell-Osgoods. 

Samuel Frye, to whom William Ward- 
well was apprenticed, was associated 
with Christopher Osgood and Walter 
Wright in building mills, and this 
brought about the marriage of Mercy 
Wardwell with John Wright, while 
our William selected Dorothy, the 
daughter of the second wife Elizabeth 
Sadie Wright. These two, William and 
Dorothy, were the ancestors of all our 
Andover Wardwells, through the six 
sons and two daughters with marriages’ 
recorded. Dorothy has been named as 
wife of Ezekiel Osgood, ‘Hanna cross- 
ing the Reading line with William Bux- 
ton. Sara and Phebe if they survived 
possibly died spinsters; but I am quite 
sure they stole away with those Maine 
cousins and we shall hear from them 
later. Ido not have the faith I once 
did in those blanks in our town books, 
also in various Family Registers. Our 
later researches are bringing many a 
long neglected beau and belle to the 
front seat with the ancestors.’’ 

Thomas, dying in 1776 at the age of 
66, married Abigail Gray one of the un- 
named girls on the town records, his 
brother Wilnam choosing Margery 
Gray.

‘John followed sister Hanna’s lead and 
went overthe Merrimac for Jane Camp- 
bell of Haverhill. I fancy his first wife’s 
family were all raised over there, for 
we do not hear of him on the town 
bocks for over 20 years, when he appears 
with a second wife, Lydia Hardy, who 
brings her church letter from Bradford 
and a small family grows up around 
this middle aged pair, who will have to 
wait for some tardy messages from de- 
scendants before bringing all their 
Wardwell flock to view. Four children, 
Nathan at 14, Mary at 11, Abiahad at 7, 
Bethia ouly 3, were all swept away by 
the distemper of 1738, and the loyal 
brothers and sisters pass the names 
down to us. 

Of the family of ‘Thomas and Abigail

The only son I ever 
knew came back here and married Sa- 
rah Osgood, and though born in Hollis, 
Dr. Daniel was just as good as an An- 
dover man. His record here, the quiet 
beauty of the mother and surviving 
daughter’s life amongst us will not soon 
be forgotten. OctaviaSusan Wardwell 
was a fair type-of the best in her brave, 
just, loyal, refined forbears of the 
Wardwell, Osgood, Holt, Russell, Bal- 
lard-stock; and kin to us all, she crew 
us to her, for she loved her Andover 
home, as only those who have ounce 
held the fair hills can love them. We 
were glad that her last thought was 
for us. 

Another Daniel, uncle to the Doctor, 
married in Andover Damaris Faulkner, 
from ‘Abiel and Mary Poor, Joseph 
and Damaris Johnson, the daughter of 
the unfortunate Johnson who was 
burned in his own house and his wife, 
Hanna Stone, over whose young life 
hung a double tragedy, the unhappy 
death of Hanna Foster, her mother, wife 
of poor Hugh Stone, and that of the 
aged grandmother, Ann Foster, in the 
cold and darkness of Salem jail. With 
Damaris the shadow faded. 

When you look for the descendants of 
her daughter Mary, who married the 


elder Dane Holt (our Ballard's grand- 
father), of Daniel and Lydia Morse,

Pointer In Peach Culture. 

At the New Jersey state horticultural 
„convention S. A. Miller spoke on peach 
culture, which, he avera, gives hand- 
some returns when intelligently carried 
on and is suited toa man of moderate 
means. First avoid a soil rich in nitro- 
gen, as this will grow the trees too 
rank and will bear very little fruit. 
Plow very deep and pulverize thorough- 
ly before setting. Set 16 feet each way, 
trim the tree to a straight switch, trim- 
ming to a good live bud, without re- 
gard to the length of tree. When buds 
start, keep all rubbed off exvept three 
strong buds at top to form a head. Cul- 
tivate thoroughly all summer with 
wheel or entaway harrow, to keep mel- 
low and moist. He recommended the 
Crawford and Pride of Franklin as the 
best varieties Many make a mistake in 
manuring a peach orchard with an ex- 
cess of stable manure, as it contains too 
much nitrogea, and the fruit will not 
color up well; besides the trees wil! 
grow too rauk at the expense of fruit 
The soil must be well drained.

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The Towns and the Senatorship. 


While it is pretty early.for the dis- 
cussion of November politics, yet with 
the public declaration of several gen- 
tlemen of their candidacy for the re- 
publican senatorial nomination next 
fall, it may not be out of place to say a 
few words upon the relation of the 
towns to this position. : 

It is a good many years since the 
towns were honored with a republican 
senatorial candidate and ‘equally as 
many years since there was a suburban 
senator. If we mistake not Mr. Brad- 
ley of Andover was the last senator 
from any suburban town, and he wag 
the first one for seventeen years.

a total of 47 delegates. 


It will be seen from the above that 
with a unitied delegation from Law- 
rence the towns could never capture 
the 6th district senatorship, but with a 
divided Lawrence delegation and a 
united suburban delegation, the subur 
would be reasonably sure of landing 
their man. ' 

The prospect of a divided Law- 
rence delegation this year, seems to 
be likely at this early writing, but so 
does a like prospect for the suburban 
delegation, as already three towns at 
least, have candidates. As in the con- 
vention of 1895, only one result can 
come from this division and that is the 
nomination of the leading city candi- 
date. The duty of the republicans in 
these towns is very clear, to unite upon 
their strongest candidate and present a 
solid front at the convention. We be- 
lieve that with such a union and a can- 
didate of sterling worth, and fit to 
properly represent this important dis- 
trict, the towns may secure the recogni- 
tion their importance demands, but with 
a candidate ftom each town the city 
will continue to nominate the candi- 
date, and the towns to elect‘him. The

time for a worthy suburban representa- 
tive, but there are many men in every 
way fitted for it. He may come from 


Andover, from Methuen or North An- 
dover, but whoever he is, he must 
unite the entire outside strength with 
a possibility of Lawrence help, if the 
towns are to ever bring the city to a 
proper realization of their rights to 
Share in something besides ‘the vote 
casting.

Prior to t Hie ap- 
paratus, willing hands fought the flames 
with ‘a small garden hose, while others 
carried articles from the house. The 
horse was gotten out of its stall by Fred 
Bradley who received slight injuries in 
doing so. 

Meanwhile the engine No, 2, hose wag- 
on and ladder truck arrived and soon two. 
streams of water were turned on. The 
density of the smoke made it difficult for 
the firemen to locate the fire, but event- 
ually one line of hose was taken into the 
barn while a hole was cut in the roof of 
the ell which connects the barn with the 
house, and a copious stream of water 
checked the process of the flames. After: 
a few minutes fighting the fire was 
located in a passageway leading from the 
barn in which doors and other articles 
were stored. Here the fire burned fierce- 
ly fura time but a plentiful supply of 
water coupled with efficient handling by 
the engineers soon brought the flames un- 
der control, before they had a chance to 
spread, 1 

The damage done by fire was to the 
rafters in the barn which were thorough- 
ly charred through. By far the largest 
destruction was by water which’ flooded 
the ell and pantry to a depth of several 
inches. The buildings, however, are fully 
insured and the damage is in the neigh- 
borhood of $500. The cause of the fire 


is unknown. Mr. e who was at 
his store in Lawrence, d id not arrive un- 
til 9 o’clock by which time the firemen 
had the fire out. A crowd of people 
watched the work of the company. 

-The fire was in a very awkward place 
to get at but Chief Hardy and his men 
received many compliments for the efti- 
cient handling of the blaze. . 

The alarm in the morning was occa- 
sioned by the burning of brush at Spring 
Grove Cemetery. Sanh, Vennard and his 
men were clearing off the brush which, 
on being set on fire, got too large for 
them to handle. The engine and hose 
wagon responded to the alarm but the 
firemen 4 wisely got the flre under 
control without using any of the appa- 
ratus and then burned up all the rabbish 
and brush around, There was no damage 
done, the alarm being given because it 
was thought the lumber piled there 
might take fire, 


This forenoon at 11.30 another alarm 
for a fire in J. M. Bradley's barn was 
given. The apparatus had scarcely got- 
ten back to the house when it was called
